KITTY-CAT DISCUS EVENT 
CAUSES DISCUSSION AND DISGUST | 


A village council meeting at the village hall in 
Napeague became the scene of noisy disruption 
as a large group of animal rights advocates 
took to the floor to demand answers about an 
upcoming kitty-cat discus event due to take place 
on the beach in Napeague in early July. Police 
were called to the meeting to restore order. 

At issue for the activists was the council’s 
decision to grant a permit for the charity kitten 


discus event, called “Throwing the Distance,” 
which is now scheduled for July 5 and is being 
held to raise money for the Napeague High 
School Track and Field Boosters Club Ladies 
Auxiliary. “All I can think is that the council didn’t 
realize what they were approving,” shouted Elvira 
McIntosh. “Well, allow me to enlighten you. 
Participants are going to take kittens and whirl 
them about and then send them flying through 
the air. Meanwhile, sickos are going to be placing 
bets on which kitten will go the farthest, with the 
proceeds benefitting this organization. How can 
you countenance this?” McIntosh’s remarks met 
with numerous shouts of approval and demands 
from others in attendance for answers. 

Members of the council, for their part, defended 
their decision to permit the event, explaining that 
kitty-cat discus events can be safe, fun family 
entertainment. “It all takes place on the soft, 
sandy beach,” said Bob Brill, chairman of the 
council. “The kittens hardly weigh anything, so 
when they land on the sand it’s actually a very 
soft impact. There’s seldom an injury of any kind. 
And anyway, it seems like you, of all people, 


should be aware that cats tend to land on their 
feet.” Brill noted further that there would be a 
team of veterinarians on hand, just in case. 

Meanwhile, many in the crowd, including 
Deirdre Prohaska, were additionally questioning 
of the nature of the charity running the event. 
“First of all, there’s no Napeague High School,” . 
Prohaska pointed out. “So there can be no 
Track and Field team, much less a Track and 
Field Boosters Club, and even less a Track and 
Field Boosters Club Ladies Auxiliary. Anyone 
can see that this is just an excuse to throw 
kittens around and place bets on it!” Prohaska, a 
lawyer by trade, threatened to report the event to 
gaming authorities. 

The meeting broke up without incident. However, 
the council later announced that, given that a permit 
had already been issued for this year’s kitty-cat 
discus, the event would be allowed to go forward as 


planned. The council advised the event’s organizers 


to be prepared for protestors.

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Down the Rabbit Hole 


How the Beautiful New Sag Harbor Park Site Was “Discovered” 


BY DAN RATTINER 


en years ago, somebody told me 
that if you walked west from 
Long Wharf along the shoreline of 
Sag Harbor’s outer bay but didn’t 
stop where the concrete abutment 


under the bridge to North Haven 


FISHING PIER 


appears to be blocking your way, 


you would come through some 
foliage to a beautiful, curving beach 
that nobody knows about. 

“There’s a footpath on the abutment 
itself. It takes you under the bridge 


and out into sunshine on the other 


side. It’s a whole other world on the 
other side. Nobody knows of it.” 


It was right before sunset when I 
tried it. It was exactly as he said it 
was. Dark under the bridge. Then 
the sunset shining on an uninhabited 
but beautiful 200-yard curving beach. 
It felt like the beginning of Alice in 
Wonderland where Alice goes down 
the rabbit hole. Here I was, just a 
hundred yards of thick foliage, flies 
and sticker bushes away from the 
Chinese takeout, the 7-Eleven and 
the Post Office, and I was looking

I have lived here 60 years and ever knew to go | 


around the bend of the bridge abutment. Nobody 
else seemed to have done it either. Until now. - 

The discovery of this little paradise had come 
about, many people said, as the result of a walk 
taken by landscape architect Edmund Hollander, 
who had wondered what would happen if you 
could get over to the other side of the bridge. 
‘Figuring it out, he then drew an aerial view of 
what he had found. It seemed to be landlocked. 
No way to get to it except to walk on the abutment 
under the bridge. 

I was amazed at this. The Village had already 
built an artificial 30-yard sandy area just to the 
west of Long Wharf, where people could sit on 
park benches and look out at the outer harbor. 
Now, you could take this walk, just steps away 
to the abutment, and here was a natural but 
unknown beach 10 times the size of the other 
one, facing the inner harbor. 

Who owned it? It turned out that the Village 
owned the beach part. But abutting it was a 
hodgepodge of lots owned by others, who, because 
the whole thing was landlocked, had never been 
able to do anything with it either.

Last week, which is almost 10 years later, 


‘Southampton Town, with Town Supervisor 


Jay Schneiderman, announced that papers 
have been signed and that for $10.5 million, 
the townspeople have bought almost the whole 
property, and after the land is cleared, this new 


park will be available to them. It is to be called — 


the John Steinbeck Waterfront Park, in honor 
of one of Sag Harbor’s famous citizens. After 
wrestling for years with the property owners 
who had formed a corporation and wanted 
13 condominiums on this property, the village 


was finally able to turn to a wealthy private 


citizen named Jay Bialsky of Sagaponack. In 
April, he bought out the property owners for an 
undisclosed amount, then negotiated with the 
Village and the Town, and got the deal done. He 
will be happy with just three condominium units 
rather than the earlier 13. ~ 

If the prior plans are used, the park’s main 
feature would be the beach. Set behind it will be 
a bandshell with curved seating around it where 
performers could act and play as the sun sets over 
the inner harbor. There also will be a small dock. 


Southampton Town Supervisor told The Sag 
Harbor Express, which broke this story. 

Sag Harbor Mayor Sandra Schroeder sent out 
a press release. “We are thrilled beyond words. 
This acquisition will transform the last remaining 
open space on the harbor into a world-class park 
that will be a serene, peaceful setting for our 
residents and visitors to enjoy one of the most 
beautiful harbors in the world.” 

How soon will it happen? Now that the property 
is in the hands of the Village, the state and the 
federal government can be approached to help 
pay the estimated $3.5 million expense to build 
this facility. 

Questions do remain. The property is still 
landlocked from auto traffic. How do we get to it, 
except by going around the path on the abutment 
and under the bridge? Well, that’s a pretty neat 


_ way of doing it, even if there is no other way. 


As a matter of fact, there is nothing to prevent 
you from parking down near Long Wharf and the 
outer harbor, walking onto the artificial beach 
there to the west and taking the path under the 
bridge and down the rabbit hole this weekend.

“This is a story with a happy ending,” the 
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Rough Riders at Play in Montauk

fter the Spanish-American War ended 

with the American victory in Cuba, the 
entire U.S. Army of more than 20,000 men 
was transported to Montauk for six weeks 
of rest, recuperation and maneuvers. Teddy 
Roosevelt, a former state legislator and New | 
York City Police Commissioner, was 39 at 
this point in his life, and he was a national 
hero for having led the charge of his Rough 
Riders up San Juan Hill at the climactic 
moment of the battle to win the day. His 
Rough Rider cavalry unit was here with him. 
He'd helped form the unit, 1,000 men strong, 
by recruiting some of the students he knew at 
Harvard and some of the cowboys he knew 
during the two or three month annual visits 


he took herding cattle in the Dakota Country _ roosevett (BACK ROW SECOND FROM RIGHT) WITH SOLDIERS AND HIS CHILDREN 


in the years that followed. 


No park, plaza or ranch is named for Roosevelt. 


in Montauk. There was a Theodore Roosevelt 
County Park out by the lighthouse for a few 
years—the main ranch on the property known 
as Third House was Army headquarters, but the 
bureaucrats at the County legislature renamed it 
Montauk County Park in 2014. We want Teddy’s 
park back. An article I wrote urging that was in 
this newspaper a month ago. 

Teddy Roosevelt’s time in Montauk has been 
documented in a recently published book called 
Bully!, written by Jeff Heatley. It consists largely 
of daily reports between August 8 and September 
12, 1898, written by one or another of the 


reporters from the New York City newspapers in 
Montauk to observe the Army here. There’s this 
wonderful account, published in The Sun, a New 
York newspaper, on August 28, 1898. 


ROUGH RIDERS AT PLAY 

There was a thunder of hoofs along the level 
behind Newspaper Row like the sound of a 
stampede. Everybody ran out and beheld Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt on his big horse tearing 
across the plain at top speed with a squad 
of the Rough Riders in hot pursuit some five 
yards behind. He did not look like the quiet 
and scholarly gentleman who used to sit in the 
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President’s office at Police Headquarters 
and bare his teeth at aspiring politicians; 
though it may be said right here that 
the Colonel must have hung on to his 
toothbrush all through the campaign, for 
he has the same dental gleam as of yore. He 
was leaning forward in his saddle, his eyes 
shining, his hat jammed far down on his 
head, his stocky, supple body giving easily 
to every motion of the powerful animal he 
rode. He ploughed through a marsh, lifted 
his mount over a gully in a flying leap, sped 
over the weedy. stretch beyond, plunged 
: down five feet to the sand beach, and 
pulled up close to the water’s edge with his 
men still behind him. Three minutes later 
the head of Col. Roosevelt could be seen 
22 bobbing just outside the line of breakers, 
with a few of the more daring swimmers 
among the men nearby. Presently, a large and 
somewhat premature wave broke out beyond the 
line, caught the cavalry leader unawares, and he 
disappeared from the scene of action in a swirl of 
seething water, to reappear a second later a rod 
in spluttering and laughing. 
“Phew! That makes a man feel alive,” he said 
as he trotted out of the water and dried himself. 
A few minutes afterward he was again leading 
his squad in a race across the landscape. 
—The Sun, August 28, 1898

The Chi of Baseball and the Struggles of Pitcher Steven Matz 


MATZ WAS NAMED NEWSDAY’S LONG ISLAND PLAYER OF THE YEAR AND WAS GIVEN THE YASTRZEMSKI AWARD AS THE BEST HIGH SCHOOL BASEBALL PLAYER IN SUFFOLK COUNTY HIS SENIOR YEAR

’ve been following the career of Steven 

Matz closely. Matz is now 27, a 
talented starting pitcher with a great curve 
and slider who is in the starting rotation for the 
New York Mets. 

I am following his career because I have 
high hopes for him. Only once has there been 
a superstar baseball player from the East End 
of Long Island. That was Carl Yastrzemski, 
the son of a prominent Bridgehampton 
potato farmer who started his career at 
the Bridgehampton High School half a 
century ago on the sandlot ballfield behind 
the firehouse. Nobody had ever seen a kid 
hit a ball over the fence as far as he could. 
He drew crowds here. So it was no surprise 


that he soon became the star of the Boston 
Red Sox, sometimes leading the league in 
batting, runs batted in and home runs. He’s a 
legend in baseball and was elected to the Hall of 
Fame at Cooperstown. 

Eight years ago, a famous high school 
baseball game, was played on the East End 
between two pitchers who many felt could fill 
the shoes of the great Yaz. Scouts from all 
32 Major League teams watched from the 
stands, clicking speed guns: at these pitchers. 
Both struck out nearly half the hitters they 
faced, and in the end, Ward Melville High 
School beat Patchogue-Medford 1 to 0. The 
losing pitcher was Marcus Stroman, who is now 
a starting pitcher for the Toronto Blue Jays. 
The winning pitcher in that encounter was 
Steven Matz. 


What this story really is about, is what I think 
is going on in Matz’s mind as he pitches. 
Out on the mound, Matz’s face can be read like 
a map. Just by looking at him, you can tell if 


‘he is pleased with himself, scared, nervous, 


angry or calm. I never thought of it this way 
before. With just about everybody else, the 
young men pitch, the batters try to hit. Mostly 
they are stone faced. They are focused and 
determined, pitch after pitch. They come from 
Texas, Florida, Arkansas. They mess up a pitch. 
It’s forgotten. They don’t think about it. It’s on 
to the next. Matz, until recently, is from the 
opposite extreme. He is thinking all over the lot. 
Just watch him. 

Here would be a typical thought process 
for Steven Matz during this period. Keep in 
mind I am making this up by looking at 
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the closeups of his face on TV. 

STRIKE ONE. Got him with the fastball. 
Happy, happy. STRIKE TWO. Perfect curve, 
didn’t swing at that either. BALL ONE. I 
thought that caught the inside corner. I had him. 
What’s the matter with this ump? BALL TWO. 
Slipped out of my hand. If it hadn’t I'd have got 
him. BALL THREE. Low and away. Why was 
that? How could I have missed that? That was 
supposed to be perfect. My curve. And now the 
crowd is on me. It’s a full count. Do or die. Is my 
grandfather at the game? I can’t let this guy get 
away. That would open the door. I'll catch the 
inside corner. Here goes. Was that a bird that 
just flew by? Am I losing it again? BALL FOUR. 
Oh boy. Now it starts. This damn game is getting 
away from me again. What should I do? My 
nose itches. 

Think of the actor Gene Wilder. You may recall 
him in Willie Wonka and the Chocolate Factory 
or the Mel Brooks film Blazing Saddles. He can’t 
lie. If he does, you see guilt top to bottom. It all 
shows. It’s all out there. In the case of Matz, his 
inability to not think allows the batters to lick 
their chops hoping to smash a home run while 
he’s out of focus, or if not that get a four ball walk 
out of him. 


w his career because I have 
10pes for him. Only once has 
there been a superstar baseball 
player from the East End.

His win/loss record has been all over the place. 
He won the first seven games he played. He 
struck out a ton of people. He was a whiz in the 
Mets’ postseason run. The sportswriters talked 
about him. He was named one of the best rookies 
in baseball in August 2015. But then he went 
into a nosedive, had to be pulled out of games 
and tried comeback after comeback from various 
injuries, or, in my opinion, from being all over the 
place with his thinking. 

I’ve not read anything about this before. 
Perhaps I am wrong. But the behavior of his 
coaches, particularly this year, his third full 
season, seems to confirm this is his problem. 

In interviews these last few weeks, the 
coaches say they've urged him not to lie back 
and pitch around anybody, but to play with 
the confidence of a tiger. You can outsmart 
and overpower the best men in baseball. You’re 
unstoppable. Remember that day you struck out 
the heart of the Atlanta order on nine pitches? 
That’s the Matz we know. Every pitch, focus 
on that. Just that. One pitch at a time. You’re a 
terrific pitcher. 

In his last three outings, you can see the ferocity 
come over him on the mound. It’s not a full-bore 
ferocity, its somewhere between determination 
and ferocity—and it lasts, at least for five innings. 
He could be striking out the side and heading into 
no-hitter territory for four innings. Then he’d 
tire, in my opinion, from the stress of trying not 
to think. Suddenly the Mets are behind by three 
runs and they have to take him out. 

Now comes a thing that has helped even more. 
The coaches decided that he should pitch without 
a windup. Many pitchers have this elaborate 
high kick wind up ritual they go through before 
they heave the ball. Matz was no exception. In 
recent years, though, some pitchers have pitched 


without a windup. Just get the ball, get the sign 
from the catcher then throw it. Just like that. 
Take 10 seconds between pitches instead of 20. 

It’s been shown that throwing without a windup 
does not, in most cases, affect either the speed of 
pitches or the accuracy of the throw. Matz now 
pitches without one. And the speed of it gives him 
little time to overthink anything. 

In his last two outings, Matz has been playing 
really great baseball. He stays focused and keeps 
it together by just thinking in the moment. He 
forgets what went down with that last pitch. 
(Home run. Walk. Foul ball. Another foul ball.) 
Don't look for your uncle. You can do this. 

And he has. 

There’s a lesson here, not only for baseball 
players, but for everybody. But I forgot what it is.

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Dig We Must 


If You Can’t Lower the Sea Melt, Dig Down to Lower the Sea Melt

have no idea how to solve global warming. 
But I do think I have a solution for the rising 

seas and the floods they bring. It’s something 

nobody’s ever thought of before. 

Globally, the seas have risen almost two inches. 
The cause, of course, is the melting of the glaciers 
at both the north and south poles. Already, here 
in America, the seas have caused problems in the 
coastal cities of New York, Miami, Charleston, 
New Orleans and Galveston. Here on the East 
End, we're raising the levels of the pavement 
on Dune Road and on Gerard Drive in Springs. 
We're building higher ocean dunes in Sagaponack 
and Montauk with more to come. These are 
temporary solutions, to be sure. The higher the 
water gets, the more we are going to have to raise 
these roads and dunes. Eventually, it will all fail. 

But there is another way to look at this. It 
comes from an old adage that says, “If you can’t 
raise the bridge, lower the water.” And the idea 
came to me while looking out from my living 
room deck to the increasingly high tides of Three 
Mile Harbor. First, with Sandy five years ago, 
then with our third nor’easter this winter, the 
harbor has overflowed its banks. It has to get up 
five feet to do that. It’s done it, for short periods

of time to be sure, but it’s happened. I’ve lived on 
this spot for 40 years now. In that time, it only 
did that once before, and that was back in the 
1980s during a full moon and a high tide during 
an offshore storm. 

Out in the harbor, almost directly across the 
street from my house, there were two floating 
steam shovels pulling up muck from the harbor 
bottom and shoving it along a shore by Gardiner’s 
Marina. The marina is building a new steel 
bulkhead to raise the level of its dock. And that’s 
when it occurred to me. 

If that steam shovel and other equipment like 
it were to haul the muck up and then dig deeper 
down into the harbor bottom to create a great 
big hole, the harbor water would fill up that deep 
hole and, as a result, lower the level of the water 
in the rest of the harbor. It might result in more 
water pouring in from the bay to make up for it, 
but let’s think a little bigger here. 

What if—and I don’t know if this would 
environmentally damage the sea bottom—we 
were to have all these steam shovels up and down 
the East Coast, and up and down the west coast 
and at every other coastline in the world dig 
down to deepen the sea bottom by the shore all 
at the same time, it would result in a lowering of 
the sea levels.

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There’s only so much water in the seas. Yes, it 
is slowly increasing year after year as the glaciers 
melt at the polar ice caps, but eventually all the ice 
caps will melt. Scientists say that if we do nothing ~ 
between now and then, the sea levels everywhere 
will be 50 feet higher than they are now and they 
won’t get any higher at all after that. 

The thing is, though, that if we make digging 
trenches and holes near every shoreline as a 
worldwide project, we will make a deeper bowl 
for all this new water to fill before it needs to 
come up higher at sea level. We account for all — 
the water. It just makes for a deeper sea. 

Will this work? I think it would. Would this 
be an overwhelming project to undertake? I 
think so. But it would take less work than to 
do what we are doing now, which is retreating 
from the shoreline and hoping for the best, 
then go back to living without oil, coal or other 
post-industrial energy sources and going back 
to living as they did in the 18th century. And I 
don’t think there’s any consensus in the world to 
want to do that. 

With my plan, you wouldn't have to give up oil 
and coal. The muck and sea bottoms could be 
packed against the shorelines. Doing this would _ 
create jobs, jobs, jobs. And everybody will live 
happily ever after. && ; 
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U.S. Open Treaing Shinnecocks Poorly This Time Around

he U.S. Open seems to be really messing 
up their longtime relationship with the 

Shinnecock Indian Nation. It’s too bad. There’s 
still time to make it right. I hope they do. 

The fact is that the Shinnecock Nation was 
part of the founding of the golf course upon 
which this year’s Open is to be played next week. 
They physically built the course, caddied for the 
first members—this was the first incorporated 
golf club in America—and one of their number 
participated in an early U.S. Open there—and 
nearly won it. They have, for nearly 130 years, 
been greenskeepers and laborers for the course. 
The golf club’s crest is a profile of a Shinnecock 
Indian with crossed golf clubs. 

_ In prior outings at the Shinnecock Golf Club— 
this, remarkably, is the fifth—U.S. Open officials 
have made the Shinnecock a part of the Open. 
The Nation’s pow-wow grounds and other spaces 
on the nearby tribal land just five minutes away 
have, in the past, served as parking lots for 
spectators and/or the lavish corporate hospitality 
tents. This arrangement has provided the tribe 
about $180,000 in those years. 

This year, the U.S. Open has arranged for these 
tents and parking arrangements to be elsewhere. 
In its place, they offered the Shinnecocks a booth 
at a premium site on the golf course grounds 
itself where, presumably, the tribe would sell 
souvenirs. I spoke to one of the tribal trustees, 
Lance Gumbs, who said it was about four feet of

The company has already 
linked up with an Arizona tribe, the Ak-Chin, for 
a share of the profit. The simulators cost about 
$18,000. Of course, if nobody buys one, there’s 
no money to share. 

According to Gumbs, there have been 
several meetings with the Open already about 
arrangements for this year. The tribe doesn’t get 
the parking. Instead, the Open—for traffic-flow 
purposes—is going to have private parking in 
a big lot in Westhampton, with fleets of busses 
bringing spectators the 15 miles to the Open and 
back. The parking for those from the east will be 
at the Horse Show Grounds in Bridgehampton. 
The Tribe suggested they provide parking for 
people from the east, who don’t especially want 
to drive all the way to Westhampton to come 
back to Shinnecock. That was turned down. 

The tribal council has no plans to boycott 
or demonstrate about their being left out of 
things this year. But some individual tribal 


members say they might do so. It would consist

of burning sage, drumming 
and carrying signs. 

It would be a shame if things 
come to this. As the tribe 
has been an active partner 
with the golf club for nearly 
the entirety of the club’s 
existence, what is going on? 
There are enormous sums of 
money that will be made by 
organizations in this area— 
so why is this 650-member 
tribe, officially recognized by 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs and living simply 
on their 1.3-square-mile reservation, so clearly 
overlooked? The Nation has even suggested that 
the Open consider paying the tribe a fee for the 
use of their name and image. 

The tribe might provide parking anyway. At 
the Masters Tournament in April, on its own, 
a nearby tribe offered premium parking on their 
grounds. It should be possible for the Shinnecock 
Nation to offer it—say, $50 a carload and you 
get to park at the pow-wow grounds, where 
a five-minute bus ride drops you at the 
entrance to the weeklong event—if village traffic 
police cooperate. 

“We're told that Arizona tribe raised 
$30,000 a day by providing parking with a bus 
shuttle,” Gumbs told me. “That might make up 
the whole loss we will suffer otherwise.” 

Why wasn’t an executive at the Open assigned 
to see to it that the tribe, their friend, got a fair 
shake? There was another meeting about this

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Invitation to a Picture Hanging 


f art is kept in a climate controlled storage facility and 

no one sees it, does it really exist? People have been 
hanging art in the home since the 19th century when 
falling printing costs made reproductions possible. 
And as art has progressed and evolved from cherub- 
filled scenes of Biblical reckoning to black squares to 
paint dripped on a canvas from above, more and more 
art, both reproduction and originals, has been hanging 
in our homes. 

We'll assume you know what you want to hang. But 
“how to hang it” is a viable question. First, some things 
to take into consideration before you spend the time, 
energy and money hanging your art. We're all prone 
to wanting to hang our favorite artwork prominently 
above the fireplace. If you use your fireplace, however, 
the canvas can become damaged over time. The same 


thing goes for hanging your art over a radiator or 
in direct sunlight. When hanging art, professionals 
recommend using double fixtures on either side of the 
frame—as opposed to a single, central fixture. This 
prevents the art from hanging too far forward and 
makes it more stable should someone brush against it. 

Picture rail is a unique and eye-catching way to hang 
art. It’s common in homes built before World War II 
and therefore in many homes within East End villages. 
It’s often mistaken for crown molding, but its different 
in the fact that it’s designed with a small lip on top to 
accommodate a picture rail hook. We'll wait here while 
you go check yours, to see what kind it is. 

Using picture rail offers the opportunity to hang 
your framed art without any wall damage and, if 
installed properly, the rail could hold heavy frames and

mirrors. It also makes hanging and rearranging framed 
art a snap. All you need are the rail hooks and wire. 
Keep in mind, you'll want to make sure the picture rail 
is installed using strong nails on every stud. 

Don’t mistake picture rail with plate rail—another 
simple method for displaying your art. Plate rails 
of varying intricacies can be found at just about 
any home improvement store and are easy to install. 
You'll probably want a level to make sure your art 
doesn’t slide straight off, and maybe a stud finder and/ 
or the proper anchors, nails, bolts, or clips, for the 
weight of your art. Then, just place the frame on the 
shelf and lean it on the wall. Art can also be leaned 
against the wall on tables, or simply leaned against the 
back of a chair. 

If you're looking for a fun way to hang some 
unframed art, keep it simple with push pins and binder 
clips. Simply press the thumb tacks into the wall, clip 
your art with the binder clips and hang the clips from 
the pins. This method is an easy way to switch out your 
unframed art, without damaging it, as often as you 
like. Side note: This is an excellent method to organize 
unsightly wires, too. Collect the wire in the binder clip 
and hang it from a push pin stuck in the wall. 

If you want to skip the binder clips, you can also 
find magnetic push pins. These are equally easy to 
use. Each magnetic push pun comes as two pieces. 
One piece is pushed into the wall; the unframed art is 
then placed between that piece and another and the 
magnetism holds your art on the wall. _ 

The bane of a picture-hangers existence is getting 
the wire they can’t see onto the nail they can’t see. Well, 
picture-hangers of the world, prepare to have your 
mind blown. Simply place the teeth of a fork on the nail 
in the wall. Then, slide the wire down the back of the 
fork. When the wire comes to rest on the nail, remove 
the fork. Voila! 

Of course, you could always call in a professional 
and have them take care of everything. But where’s the 
fun in that!? @& :

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Keep You Best Fuends Safe from the Summer Heat & Sun 


or many Hamptonites, a house is not a home 

without a Fido or a Rover or a Butch or a Major 
Fetchington. Keeping our furry friends safe and healthy 
is a top priority for homeowners and renters alike. 

While some might think the frigid winter is the most 
dangerous season for our dogs, the East End summer 
carries its own serious set of perils. Thankfully for 
our little friends, a combination of education, good 
preparation and common sense make most dangers 
easily avoidable. 

For example, did you know that dogs, just like 
humans, can suffer from painful sunburn during the 
summer which can increase their risk of skin cancer? 
White dogs and those with thin hair are at greatest 
risk, but all dogs have sensitive hairless areas, such as 
noses, bellies and the inside of ears. 

It’s important, therefore, to mind the amount of 
time your animals are spending outside this summer. 
Remember, if you’re hot, your dog is even hotter. Dogs’ 
sweat glands are primarily on their feet, and they rely 
on panting to release excess body heat and to regulate 
their body temperature. This is not as effective as 
sweating. You can give your dog a haircut to help them 
stay cool in summer, but balance this with the need for 
protecting your dog’s skin from harmful UV rays. 

If you’re spending time together at the beach or at 
the pool—which we all love—do so later in the day, or 
invest in a pet-friendly sunscreen that isn’t harmful if 
licked. Zinc oxide, for example, is great for people but 
is toxic for dogs. Rub safe creams into hairless areas, 
or use a pet-safe spray sunscreen, which is much easier 
to apply, especially on the skin beneath a dog’s coat. 

Dogs are also at risk for heatstroke during the hot 


summer months. There are no solid statistics out 
there, but it’s safe to say that far too many dogs die NEED ADOG TO TAKE TO THE BEACH? YOUR FUTURE “FUREVER” FRIEND IS WAITING FOR YOU AT EAST END SHELTERS. 
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from heatstroke every year. The most common 
cause of heatstroke in dogs is carelessness. Our 
pups depend on us to protect them. 

Leaving your dog in a car—even with the 
windows cracked—is careless. PETA claims 
“thousands of dogs suffer and die” like this each 
summer. A 70° day may feel cool to humans, but 
the car can heat up to 120° in minutes, killing your 
dog while you run a brief errand. Car windows 
can also function like a magnifying glass, focusing 
and intensifying the hot sun. Even in the shade, 
temperatures inside the car can rise quickly. 

It’s also important to note that, according 
to the American Kennel Club. (AKC), normal 
canine body temperatures range from 101° to 
102.5°—the smaller they are, the higher the 
temp (the normative human temperature is 
98.6°). Any temperature above 103° isn’t normal 
and is dangerous for a dog, who wears a fur coat 
year-round. 

Leaving your dog outside unsupervised for long 
periods is also careless. To help keep your dog 
safe, always provide a shaded area when they’re 
outside. But don’t forget: As the sun shifts, so will 
that shaded area. Also: Most trees do not provide 
enough shade for a dog to be outside all day in 
the heat. 

While dogs are outside, keep plenty of fresh, 
cool water accessible to maintain hydration. The 
sun will warm a bowl of water, so it’s best to keep 
bowls in the shade and refresh them regularly. 
Some dogs like being hosed down, which is 
another great way to stay cool and enjoy some 
playtime in the yard. Even a plastic kiddie pool in 
the shade can be a fun way to beat the heat. 

Of course, an air-conditioned house i is always a 
safe choice. 

Symptoms of heatstroke in dogs include 


heavy vening and ne =o Beg EVEN DOGS HAVE TO STAY HYDRATED IN SUMMER 
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temperature (above 103°), dehydration, 
reddened gums, rapid or irregular heart 
rate, increased anxiety (barking, whining, 
pacing), a wobbly or “drunken” walk or 
behavior, vomiting, inability to produce 
normal urine, black tar-like stool, thickened 
saliva, lethargy and listlessness, seizures 
and unconsciousness. 

Once it sets in, heatstroke can lead to multiple 
organ dysfunction and system failure. This 
includes the brain, kidney and liver, blood clotting 
issues and more. 

Some dogs are at higher risk for heatstroke, 
including flat-faced breeds like pugs and boxers, 
seniors and puppies, obese dogs, -those with 
extra-thick coats and dogs with underlying heart 
_ and lung illnesses or hyperthyroidism. 

If your dog does have heatstroke, it’s important 
to bring down his or her core temperature 
, gradually with cool water. Use a bathtub, hose or 
» wet towels, and never try doing it too quickly with 
ice-cold water, which could result in shock. 

Bring your dog’s temperature down to 
103° and then get them to the veterinarian as 
soon as possible. 

Use common sense and empathy, and 
remember that your dog will always be hotter 
than you, and you'll have a safe, fun summer with 
your best friend.

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New Stoxies by A.M. Homes Will Leave East Endexs in Awe 


ast Hampton’s A.M. Homes, author of May We Be 

Forgiven, which won the Women’s Prize for Fiction 
in 2013, has written a new collection of enticing, 
humorous and compassionate stories. Days of Awe 
highlights what it is to be human in today’s world. Her 
characters’ flaws are fully displayed for readers, though 
its done with humor and less self-deprecation than 
one might expect. 

In the books’ title story, there’s a line that seems 
to represent this collection as a whole: “It is not 
about the size of one’s sins or one sin being greater 
than another—but that we are all human and thus 
flawed, and only by recognizing flaws can we come 
to know ourselves.” in the story novelist attends a 
conference on the topic of genocide. Though she says 
she didn’t want to attend, it becomes clear that she 


gains something from experiencing other people’s 
pain. At the conference, she reconnects with an 
old friend, a war correspondent, and a romantic 
connection blooms. Through their short-lived 
relationship they rediscover themselves and gain 
an understanding of why they are both drawn to 
tragedy. The story is heartbreaking and refreshing, 
with many different perspectives on display. In the 
end it becomes a revelation of what we need as 
people—a sense of belonging. 

In each of the stories, we find genuine connections 
between the characters. These connections are strong, 
and Homes finds a way to represent them subtly through 
dialogue. At the heart of the opening story, “Brother on 
Sunday,” is a dysfunctional relationship between two 
brothers. However, we don’t see this relationship in all

of its dysfunctional glory until about halfway through. 
And still the end is something to be admired, as 
tensions overflow and pettiness wins. The beauty here 
is in how Homes establishes this relationship from the 
very beginning. The character Tom clearly resents his 
brother, though it isn’t clear why. It’s not until we see 
the brother Roger interacting with those around him 
that we understand the animosity.

In the stories “All Is Good Except for the Rain” 
and “Be Mine” the reader discovers the history of 
characters without any clumsy exposition. It’s a trick 
Homes is particularly good at. In “All Is Good Except 
for the Rain,” two friends have lunch and end up 
retelling a story to each other, one woman playing 
the part of herself, the other the part of her husband. 
They finish each other’s sentences and add details that 
the other didn’t think to say. Nothing is said here that 
isn’t needed, and there’s real brilliance in that. In “Be 
Mine,” the couple on display is arguing, though neither 
is saying anything real. In one instance they discuss 
a baby they never had, in another the positions they 
sleep in. But it ends in a cycle, with the two locking lips 
and their words ceasing.

ANYONE ELSE NEED A BEACH READ? 


Every story in this collection has something unique 
about it, but they all point to the same underlying 
theme: It’s difficult to be human, and relationships 
are complicated. Though Homes is not the first author 
to write about these things, the way she does it is her 
own—like each of her characters. Short stories aren’t 
often known for their humor, and while this is dark 
humor, it’s still humor that Homes incorporates into 
this story collection. To read this collection is to peer 
into the lives of ordinary people in quite complex 
situations. What you get from this collection is a feeling 
that you are not so alone. ga

“the new owners will continue to operate [the] business 
as a bakery, or at least a restaurant.” 

If it makes you queasy thinking about running 
a bakery of your own, how about getting a piece of 
cake history—in Montauk. Back in July 2014, an East 
Lake Drive property owned by Charles and Wendy 
Entenmann of the crumb cake family, came on the 
market. Asking price for the almost seven acres of land 
was $24.95 million. And—guess what: It’s still on the 
market, but now the asking price is an easier-to-digest 
$13.995 million. 

There are four adjacent parcels right on East Lake 
Drive, walking distance to Gin Beach. Two of the lots 
are empty, while one has warehouses, a 150’ dock, a 
boathouse and a two-bedroom apartment; another 
has a recently built two-bedroom cottage. Two lots are 
zoned residential and two are commercial waterfront 
lots. While, of course, the property could be used 
commercially, a spectacular estate could also be built 
here, accessible by land, sea, and air. (Montauk Airport 
is just down the road.) ga.
